A well known Red Deer soldier, who 


was wounded at Vimy Ridge, and who 
is now acting Captain in the 21st Re- 
serve Alberta battalion, writes Nov. 
15th, received in Red Deer December 
5th, in part as follows: 

“How any one can oppose conscrip- 
tion, who is at all acquainted with the 
conditions prevailing in regard to the 
war, beats me. I tell you the great 
mistake was that conscription did not 
come into force two years ago instead 
of now. The night before last we sent 
away a draft about one-quarter the 
size it should have been, and every 
man a casualty, some of them only 
back from their hospital leave ten or 
fifteen days. Still, there are thousands 
of men in Canada more fit than any of 
that draft who have not done any- 
thing since the war started but reap 
the benefit of the absence of their vol- 
unteers from the labor market. This 
morning again came the call for a 
large draft, and we can't send them 

“Make up your mind that I will not 
consent to go back while I have’ my 
health and strength till the war is won 
Every man who is able to fight is need-/ 
ed, and I am able to do some of that 
yet.” 

“The food question In England seems 
to be about the same, prices are high 
but no great shortage except tempor- 
ury on certain articles.”

As election day draws nearer, the 
hand of the enemy conspirator grows 
bolder and more active; and it is be- 
coming more and more obvious that 
patriotic Canadians must look to the 
women voters to save their country 
from dishonor and disgrace. If the 
women fail in their duty, then God 
help Canada—she cannot help herself. 

This journal speaks with the full 
sense of the meaning and responsibil- 
ity of its words when it asserts that 
Canada is face to face with a vast 
pro-German pacifist conspiracy to up- 
set patriotic government in this coun- 
try, and to destroy it body and soul. 
To the *sorrow of thousands of his 
former supporters, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
an aged and deluded man, has _be- 
come the tool and figurehead of this 
conspiracy.

If such men are convinced that a Ger- 
man victory would imperil a great 
country like the United States, what 
are the perils which a young country 
like Canada must face? A rich Jind, 
with great naval bases on two oce.ns, 
with enormous undeveloped resources, 
with everything that could tempt a 
predatory foe! Suppose France were 
defeated and compelled to cede her 
colonies as the price of-retaining the 
semblance of her nationality! Ger- 
many’s first demand would be for the 
French colony of St. Pierre-Miquclon, 
which she would organize as a strong 
naval base for operations against Can- 
ada and New England. Those who 
tell you Canada has nothing to fear 
from Germany are deceivers or people 
who live in a fool’s paradise.

The 
mothers, the sisters, the sweethearts, 
of those dear lads at the front must 
be listened to—and help, and speedy 
hélp, must be sent by Canada, if 
Canada is to remain honored in the 
eyes of herself, and in the eyes of the 
world. 

The letters and diaries of my dead 
sons reveal much to me—the hardship 
beyond the dreadful wounds, the 
physical ills, but outstanding beyond 
all these ills, the splendid fortitude 
of our splendid men. And you, Sir

but not ripe in fatherhood, propose

to allow these brave men to fight on 
until exhausted without help from 
you. You say Canada has done well 
enough—I say Canada has done splen- 
didly under the voluntary system of 
enlistment—better than even you, or 
any other member of parliament an- 
ticipated, but the time has come NOW 
when others must be sent—must be 
compelled to go—to defend the very 
existence of our heroes at the front, 
and the existence and happiness of 
those at home, and of those yet to be. 
Canada must not shirk her duty, and 
the splendid women of Canada will 
see to it, when the polls are opened, 
that no man, no matter what his past 
record may be, shall be sent to Ottawa 
with power to annul the righteous cry 
from our men at the front. 


You have from your place in par- 
HNament decried the raising of racial 
and other questions throughout Can- 
ada, and yet you are the One Man in 
Canada, who, by taking a firm and 
imperial stand in this time of our 
national peril, has the power to quell.

NAVAL COMMISSIONS FOR TWO 
SONS AND TWO NEPHEWS OF A. 
W. THORNTON WON IN COMPETI- 
TION WITH 1,300 CONTESTANTS. 


From the San Francisco Report. 


A. W. Thornton, manager of the 
Pacific department of the London As- 
surance Corporation, was a_ proud 
father when he learned that his son, 
H. A. Thornton, ranked number one 
in a class of 1300 candidates for a 
commission 4s Ensign in Uncle Sam's 
naval service. Young Thornton has 
been at the Naval Training station at 
San Pedro, California. Following 
the examinations fifty commissions 
“were given to fifty young sailors in 
the order in which their qualifications 
placed them, and Thornton's son, who 
before the war was a practising attor- 
ney here specializing in insurance 
litigation, headed the list. 

Participating in the same examin- 
ation was Mr. Thornton’s other son, 
Ralph P. Thornton, who also gained 
a commission, being number 14 on the 
list. 

Not to be outdone by their kinsmen, 
Thornton Smith and Chauncey G. 
Smith, first cousins of the Thornton 
boys, and who entered the San Pedro 
training school at the same time, also 
received their commissions as En- 
signs, ranking number seven and six- 
teen respectively. 

Following their promotion, H. A. 
Thornton and his cousin, Thornton 
Smith, were detailed to the academy 
at Annapolis, Maryland, for further 
training, while Ralph P. Thornton and 
his cousin Chauncey Smith, have been 
detailed to the U.S.S. “Vicksburg,” 
now in commission on the Pacific 
station. 

This splendid feat of the Thornton 
boys and Smith boys in qualifying for 
Ensigns commissions is believed to 
have put Mr. A. W. Thornton, 
their proud father and 
in a class by himself. Some weeks 
ago Chas. E. Mather, head of the well 
known insurance’ brokerage firm 
bearing his name at Philadelphia ac- 
hieved fame when his two sons were 
commissioned captains in the army, 
but A. W. Thornton must now be re- 
garded as the top-notch producing 
parent and guardian since he has con- 
tributed four naval ensigns to the 
glorious cause of arms.

MENT EXCEPT ONE. 


A crushing indictment of the scan- 
dalous attack made upon General Sir 
Arthur Currie by Frank Oliver in his 
speech at Red Deer is contained in 
an article in the Toronto Globe, to 
the editorship of which Mr. Stewart 
Lyon has returned after serving as 
Canadian press correspondent at the 
front.

The 
vattle by which Hill 70 and Cite St. 
szaurent were captured, and the inner 
‘efences of Lens reached from the 
1orth, was, in its effect on the enemy 
.uorale, quite as important as the bat- 
tle of Vimy. The objectives set un- 
ler the plan of attack were taken with 
somparatively small losses, and the 
iarger part of the Canadian casual- 
ties were incurred in beating olf the 
counter-attack launched by the Ger- 
man higher command with great mas- 
3es of the best Prussian troops on that 
part of the front. 


“The enemy losses in these attacks 


which failed entirely to shake the hold 
of the Canadians on the ground won 
were very great. Captured documents 
have proven conclusively that the en- 
emy battalions, of which over sixty 
were identified in the line during the 
progress of the operations, were not 
withdrawn until each had suffered 
between four and ‘five hundred casu- 
alties. 


TRIUMPH FOR CANADA. 


“The German losses in the battle 
were not less than thrice as great 
as the Canadian. Hill 70 was a tri- 
amph for Canada. Had General Cur- 
rie’s corps remained in the Lens area 
the city would long ere this have been 
in the hands of our men, but they were 
needed in the north, and at Passchen- 
laele they proved once more their 
valor and the shrewdness of their 
leaders. 

“General Currie needs no defence, 
and the record of the Canadian corps 
provides a complete answer to these 
who: by disparaging it are giving aid 
and comfort to the enemy.”

VICE PRESIDENT OF 
UNITED STATES CALLS 
IT GERMAN WEAKNESS 


Washington, Dec. 1.—Vice-President 
Marshall interprets Germany's efforts 
to make a separate peace with Russia 
as added evidence that the kaiser real- 
izes that he faces defeat. “I think 
it shows,” said the vice-president to- 
day, “the kaiser is getting it through 
his thick head that we are going to 
win this war.” 

The vice-president declared his be- 
lief that the war will be worth what 
it costs, if only in uniting American 
citizens. 

‘The situation is clearing up rapidly 

and nicely,” he said. “The war will 
be worth every cent it costs. When 
it is over we will have real American 
citizenship and will hear no more talk 
of the fatherland and step-fatherland. 
We will be real Americans.” 

The vice-president would express no 
opinion on declarations of war on 
Germany's allies, but declared that 
he was in favor of disfranchising all 
aliens who do not give their support 
to the war. 

“The pacifist doctrine,” he said, 
“would lead to scenes in America 
that we see in Russia today.”

It 
will hasten the end of the war and save the lives of 
many of our boys at the front. No man need betray 
any principle, nor forego any of his rights in sup- 
porting the Union government in the hour of the 
nation's need. It is the path of national duty, 
national patriotism, and national honor to keep in 
power a government pledged to stand side by side 
with Great Britain, France, Belgium, and the United 
States in the support of everything we hold near and 
dear.” 

“William Puffer informed the Socialists at  Del- 
burne that the Laurier party was practically driving 
at the same thing as they were. Everyone, of course 
knows what that is, as the Spcialist party state flatly 
they are against pursuing the war to its finish. Mr. 
Puffer, of course, meant to pacify the Socialists, 
and perhaps get a vote or two. We wonder if he 
heard what Mr. Knight in his speech at Red Deer 
said about it in plain words. Mr. Knight would 
have none of it. We believe his remark was: “Puffer 
is trying to lead you up a blind alley.”

French “lose-the-wur” Laurierites with the spending 
of it. 


HOWLING MOBS IN QUEBEC. 


At Franklyn, Huntingdon County, a crowd of young 
French-Canadians followed Mr. James Morris, Uuion- 
ist candidate, pelting him with rotten eggs and 
stones, and firing revolver shots. 

At Dixville, Stansfield County, Dr. Shurtleff, 
Unionist candidate, was assaulted by a mob throw- 
ing stones and hard snowballs. Ee 

At Westmount, a suburb of Montreal, a gang of 
rowdies prevented Hon. Mr. Sevigny from speaking 
and despite the presence of women in the audience, 
threw stones through the window. 

At. St. Lawrence, a division of Montreal, the same 
gang of rowdies prevented Hon. C. C. Ballantyne 
and Sir Herbert Ames from speaking. : 

At. St. Ann’s, a division of Montreal, howling 
youths have appeared at every meeting «announced 
by Hon. Mr. Doherty, and have prevented him from 
completing a single speech. 

At a meeting in Quebec County, a mob silenced 
Mr. Joseph Barnard, Unionist candidate, threatened 
to hang him, and produced a rope forethe purpose. 

At. St. Anselme, Dorchester County, Hon. Mr. 
Sevigny was howled down by young ruffians, who 
would not allow him to utter a sentence. 

At Sherbrooke, His Majesty's Theatre was partially 
wrecked, every window was broken and nine persons 
were injured by a mob which sought to prevent Hon. 
Mr. Ballantyne and Hon. Mr. Doherty from speaking. 
The lives of many women were endangered. 

At Chambley-Vercheres, Unionists were prevented 
from speaking. ; 

At Maisinneuve last night, Mr. Cahan, the Govern- 
ment candidate, was howled off the platform. 

In such manner has free speech been suppressed 
throughout the Province, much to the chagrin of 
that splendid minority of French-Canadian families 
which early in the war sent its physically fit men to 
the defence of the country and of civilization. 

The best service that the ejght English-speaking 
Provinces can do for Quebec is to beat it at the polls 
on December 17th. 

In so doing we shall not only put Laurier, Bourassa 
and their henchmen where they belong, we shall also 
be making sure of adequate reinforcements for our 
defenders on the firing line. That after all, is the 
only issue in the election. 


DR. CHOWN AND GENERAL CURRIE APPEAL 
FOR SUPPORT FOR UNION GOVERNMENT. 


“In my judgment the elector who votes for the 
anti-conscription policy and the repeal of the Mili- 
tary Service Act, forges three links in a fatal chain 
of personal humiliation, public contempt, and nation- 
al decay. He degrades the term ‘Canadian’ from a 
synonym of glory to a badge of dishonor. 

Such is the vew of the Rev. Dr. S. D. Chown, Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Methodist Church in Can- 
ada, and a man noted for weighing his words well. 

“I believe in the win-the-war policy of conscription,’ 
said Dr. Chown. “I am not a new convert to the idea. 
Long before it was adopted by any party in Canada 
I publicly expressed my approval of that plan. I 
believed then, and L believe now, that under any 
conditions it is the fairest; most democratic, most 
expeditious, and least expensive method of raising 
an army in this country; and under present con- 
ditions it is the only possible way of fulfilling our 
obligations to Christian civilization. I also believe 
that, socially considered, it is the most moral and 
profoundly religious method of doing our national 
duty. 

“Some of my most respected friends are opposed 
to this policy, and I give them credit for conscienti- 
ousness, but I cannot believe they clearly imagine 
what I have actually seen. They have not seen the 
barbaric nakedness of this war in a Casualty Clear- 
ing station with its continuous procession of ambu- 
lances bringing in hundreds of men wounded and 
broken in almost every conceivable shape. They 
have not seen the appeal in the eyes of our men as 
the light of life faded into the darkness of death, 
and they seemed to say, “I suffer this for you. Oh, 
do not let me die in vain.’ They have not stood in 
a hospital amongst the boys gasping for breath, and 
straining to overcome the death-dealing gas. They 
have not looked into the inferno of a sharp engage- 
ment with the enemy, where the greatest marvel is 
how the hearts of our boys could be stout enough to 
keep a level head. If they had done these things, 
they would not think of deserting our thinning ranks. 
I am sure they would be ashamed to turn their eyes 
eastward or whisper the mame of one of our fallen 
heroes if they did not vote for a policy which would 
give our men the earliest and utmost support. I 
never met a man at the front who was not demand- 
ing and expecting conscription in Canada. 

“General Turner told me that in about six weeks 
from now they would be in the direst straits if new 
drafts are not available. General Sir Authur Currie 
wrote me a few days ago saying, ‘I have great hope 
that the Government which the Prime Minister has 


“succeeded in forming will be acceptable to the people 


of Canada, and that there shall not longer be any 
uncertainty as to Canada’s action for the balance of 
the war.’ . 

“Tf the Government be not sustained the heart will 
be taken out of our soldiers. How could we face 
these men upon their return if we forsake them now? 
But I fear they would scorn to return. I fear they 
might forswear their country and = die fighting, if 
need be under another flag. 

“In my judgment, therefore, the elector who votes 
for the anti-conscription policy, and the repeal of the 
Military Service Act, with the consequent withdrawal 
of Canada from the war, forges three links in a fatal 
chain, of personal humiliation, public contempt, and 
national decay. He alienates Canada from the rest 
of the Empire, and from association with the respect- 
able portion of mankind. He degrades the term 


Canadian from the synonym of glory: 
to a badge of dishonor. If I voted 
against'a Union government candidate 
I would feel that. I was. opposing the 
most patriotic movement ever known 
in the Dominion of Canada.”

The attention of the Ratepayers -of the above District who have 
not paid or worked out their taxes, is drawn to an amendment to the 
LOCAL IMPROVEMENT ACT, whereby the provisions of sections 
303 to 320, both inclusive, of the RURAL MUNICIPALITY ACT, as 
to distress for taxes and proceedings for forfeiture of lands for non-- 
payment of taxes, shall apply to lands under the LOCAL IMPROVE: 
MENT ACT. : 

These sections are too long to be given in full, but the following 
is an outline as to forfeiture of lands for non-payment of taxes, and 
the Council intends to take full advantage of its new powers to collect 
all outstanding taxes. 

All lands against which there are any arrears of taxes will be placed 
on a “TAX ENFORCEMENT RETURN” during- January; this return, 
when audited, is submitted to a Judge of the District Court for con- 
firmation. 

When the “TAX ENFORCEMENT RETURN” is confirmed by the 
Judge, and registered in the office of Land Registration District, the 
ownership of lands on the return is vested in the Local Tmprovement 
District, free from all Hens and encumbrances. 

If after ONE YEAR, the taxes, costs, expenses, etc., against the 
lands have not been paid, it becomes the absolute property of the 
Local Improvement District, and subject to the approval of the Min- 
ister, may be sold, leased or otherwise disposed of by the Council 
on such terms and conditions as it may fix,

and for the receiving of taxes, p.ying wages and accounts, and the 
transaction of Loca) Improvement District business generally, I will 
be at my office, Room 3 upstairs, T. A. Gaetz Block, 38 Ross Street, 
Red Deer, daily (Sundays and holidays excepted),until further notice.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 
AT HALIFAX 


DEATH RECORD NOW OVER THE 
TWO THOUSAND MARK 


Halifax, December 7.—Up to noon 
today there was no change in the 


police estimate of the number of cas- 
ualties in yesterday's disaster. There 
are about 2,000 dead and the same 
muniber of injured, a great nu;nber 
of the latter suffering cuts from fly- 
ing glass. 

Following the wake of death and 
destruction yesterday in this city, a 
heavy snowstorn set in early this 
ngorning adding to the discomfort of 
the homeless and impeding the work 
of the rescuers. Fires are still ourn- 
ing in the devastated area and the 
fire department is still at work. The 
fall of snow, however, will assist 
them in subduing the fares in the rains. 
The devastated area extends from 
North Street to Africville, on the 
shores of Bedford basin, and about 
two miles from the waterfront west 
to Gottengin street about threequar- 
ters of a mile. Special trains from 
Moncton, Truro and Windsor have 
arrived here, bringing doctors, nur- 
ses, and medical supplies. 

WRECK AND RUIN EVERYWHtRE 

Special trains with injured have 
also been sent to Windsor and other 
points where there are large hospitals. 
Rusiness is still suspended and will 
be for auys. All the schools and col- 
leges in ‘he city have hven closed and 
will not re-open until after the new 
yoar. 

There is wreck and ruin on every 
side. There is not a building in the 
city that did not suffer from damage. 
All are without glass, plaster is down, 
and windows and doors shattered. 

On every side carpenters and prop- 
erty owners are boarding up their 
premises to keep out the storm. All 
the power plants are still idle. No 
new estimate of the dead and injured 
was available this morning. Blue 
jackets from an American wat-hip.

A DETAILED STORY. 


Halifax, Dec. 6.—As the result of a 
terrible explosion aboard the manui- 
tion ship Mont Blanc, owned by the 
Compagnie Generale Trans-Atlantique 
caused through a collision in the 
harbor with the Norwegion steamer 
Imo, shortly after 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing a large part of the north end of 
the city and along the waterfront is 
in ruins, and the loss of life is appal- 
ling. Estimates place the number of 
dead as exceeding 2,000. On one ship 
alone forty persons were _ killed. 
Thousands have been killed. 
The property damage is enormous, 
and there is scarcely a window left 
in a building in the city. The crew 
of the Mont Blanc is safe and the 
pilot claims that the collision was due 
to confusion of signal whistles. 


HOSPITALS ARE FILLED. 

All business has been suspended 
and armed guards of soldiers and 
sailors are patrolling the city. Not 
a street car is moving and part of 
the city is in darkness. All the hos 
pitals and many private houses are 
filled with injured. 

The office of the railway station, 
Arena rink, military gymnasium, su- 
gar refinery, and elevator, collapsed 
and injured scores of people. 

The munition ship was bound from 
New York for Bedford basin, when 
she collided with a Belgian relief 
ship bound for sea. 

Following the collision, the explo- 
sion occurred and in an instant the 
whole city was shaken from its foun- 
dation. Thousands rushed for the 
open and some of the little children 
in the streets became panic stricken. 
On every street could be seen adults 
and ch&dren with - blood streaming 
from their wounds rushing to the 


rescue was greatly impeded: by the 
piles of debris in the devastated trea. 
B AN kK ‘ DARTMOUTH PARTLY RUINED. 


A part of the town of Dartmouth 
is also in ruins. 

Nearly all the building in the dovk- 
yard are in ruins. Practically the 
north end of the city has been laid 
in waste. 

The destruction extends from the 
North street railway station as far 
north as Africville to Bedford basin 
and covers about two square miles. 

The buildings which were not de- 
stroyed by the explosion were laid 
waste by the fire which followed. 

Thousands of people have been sen- 
dered homeless. The academy of 
Music and many other public build: 
ings have been thrown open to. house 
the homeless. 

Five hundred ‘tenis have been 
erected on the comsmon and these 
will be occupied by the troops who 
have given up ine barracks to house 
au: homeless wowon and children. 


TURNED INTO MORGUES. 


Temporary hospitals and morgues 
have been opened in the school houses 
in the western section of the ‘city. 
The doctors and nurses worked heroic- 
ally in rendering aid to the injured. 
The collision which occurred between 
the two steamers, took place near the 


point of the harbor known as Pier 8, | 


and was between a French munition 
ship, the Mont Blanc. and an un- 
named Belgian relief ship. 

The Mont Blanc lies in the narrows, 
a shattered wreck, while the Belgian 
relief boat is beached on the Dart- 
mouth side of the harbor near what 
is known as Tuft’s cove. 


BOLT FROM THE BLUE. 


Suddenly, like a bolt from the blue, 


there came an explosion. From one 


end of the city to the other glass fell 
and people were lifted from the side- 


walk ‘and thrown flat into the streets. 
In the down-town offices just begin- 
ning to hum with the usual day’s act- 
ivities, clerks and heads alike cower- 
ed under the shower of falling glass 
and plaster. The collision was a ter- 
rifle one, the munition tsoat being 
pierced on the port side, near to the 
engine room. The relief vessel, 
which was practically uninjured, kept 
going ahead with the wounded craft, 
and when the fire was seen to break 
out aboard of her, backed away and 
the crew started to abandon her. 


LIKE DECKS OF CARDS. 


The Mont Blanc drifted away, a 
burning wreck, while the relief boat 
beached near Tuft’s cove o: the 
Dartmouth side of the harbor. Seven- 
teen minutes after the collision the 
explosion occurred. Under the force 
of the explosion houses crumbled like 
decks of cards, while the unfortunate 
residents were swept to death in the 
debris. : . 

In the main portions of the city, 


where the buildings.are more or. less 
of stone or concrete; the damage was 
confined to the blowing ‘in of windows 
and the injuries sustained by the 
éitizens were in the main due to cuts 
from flying glass. Proceeding « south 


to the extreme end of the city the 
same thing was observed. 


BLOWN TO ATOMS 


- In the west end and northwest the 
damage was more extensive and the 
walls of houses were in places blown 
to atoms, and the plaster laths strewn 
on the streets more like a small sec- 
tion of Flanders than a town or city 
of Canada. © 

The main damage, however, was 
done in the north end of the city 
known as Richmond, which was op- 
posite the point of. the vessels’ col- 
lision. Here the damage is so ex- 
tensive as to be totally beyond the 
field of description. Street after 
street is in ruins and flames swept 
over the district. 

In this section many of the larger. 
buildings are smouldering heaps of 
ruins and the.ordinary frame houses 
are a mere heap of shattered, flat- 
tened ruins.

EGG PACKERS WILL 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY 
OF DOING RIGHT: 


IF THEY REFUSE GOVERNMENT 
WILL SELL BIG STOCKS OF 
EGGS AT A LOSS. TO HOLDEI‘S. 


Ottawa, Dec. 5—An explanation of 
his negotiations with representative 


egg packers was given by T. H. Mac- 
Aulay, of the Food Controller’s o.fice, 
in an interview today. In recent news- 
paper dispatches the food contrclier's 
office has been reported as co-crera- 
ting with the cold storage men in the 
effort to save them from threatened 
heavy loss. Millions of eggs have 
been held in cold storage for e::port- 
ation to England, but owing to the 
lack of tonnage it ‘was determined 
that these eggs should reach the Can- 
adian consumer at reasonable prices. 
The packers were summoned, said Mr. 
MacAulay, and told that under n>» cir- 
cumstanoes would the eggs be allowed 
to go to waste, and the conference 
was adjourned to allow the packers to 
name a price. The figure quote! by 
the packers was too high to justify 
the food controller in endeavoring 
to stimulate the home market unless 
they would name a much lower price. 
A further reduction of 15 per cent. was 
suggested. The packers were inform. 
ed that if an accumulation of cggs 
‘were found to exist in the near future 
they would be forced on the market 
regardless of loss to them. This the 
food controller’s office’ has power to 
do under the War Measures’ act. 


THOSE ENTITLED 


The following information as to the 
War Time Franchise Act does not con- 
tain every exception and special case, 
but it will serve as a sufe guide in 99 
out of every 100 cases. Voters must 
see that they are on the lists. 


Soldiers’ Female Relatives 


1. Any woman who. is a _ British 
subject and qualified us to age and re- 
sidence and who is the mother, wife or 
widow, sister or daughter of a Cana- 
dian or British soldier who is serving 
or has served “without Canada” in any 
of the military forces, may vete. 


Those Born in Enemy Countries 


2. No man who was born in any 
country with which Britain is at war 
may vote unless he wasnaturalized be- 
fore March 31st, 1902. 


Those. Born Elsewhere in Europe 


3.. No man who was born in any 
| European country, whether ally,enemy 
or neutral, and whose mother tongue 
is the language of an enemy country, 
may vote unless he was naturalized 
before March 31st, 1902. Remember, 
that no man is disfranchised on ac- 
count of his nationality, birth or lan- 
guage unless he was born in Europe, 
Those born in the United States or 
Canada or anywhere outside of Eur- 
ope are not disfranchised no matter 
what their mother tongue was and no 
mnatter when they were naturalized, 


Sons May Still Vote 


The fact that the father is dis- 

Leanchived does not affect the sons. 

lose sons who have taken out their 
naturalization papers must be dealt 
with according to their birth-place = in 
the same manner as the father. Those 
sons who become citizens of this coun- 
try without taking papers but becuuse 
their fathers became citizens while 
the sons were yet under age are not 
interfered with. If they were born 
here or in the States they will still 
vote. 

Others Who May Vote 

5. There is one exception to those 
who would otherwise be disfranchised 
so important that It should be men- 
tloned here. Even among those’ who 
were born in European countries, who 
spoke an enemy language, and who 
were not naturalized before 1902, there 
are some who may vote, Any who 
have served with the Canadian forces 
overseas or who have applied for en- 
listment in such forces and were _ re- 
jected for medical reasons, and also 
the grandparents, parents, sons and 
brothers of any such may vote. 

Exemption Does Not Disqualify 

6. Only those who applied for ex- 
emption on “conscientious” or relig- 
ious grounds—such as Mennonites or 

Doukhobors—are disfranchised. 

About Naturalization Certificates 

7. The law provides that enumcra- 
tors shall see the naturalization certi- 
fleates of all naturalized citizens be- 
fore putting them on the lists. All 
voters who have lost their certificates 
can send in their full names and ad- 
dresses at once along with 26c. and 
the year in which they were naturaliz- 
ed to the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
at ed Deer, and new certificates. will 
be Issued, 

The enumerator can put your name 
on the Hst any time before polling day, 
that is, up to Saturday night, Decem- 
ber 15th.

REIGN OF TERRGR 
EYISTS IN QUEBEC 


HOODLUMS EMPLOYED BY THE 
BOURASSA-LAURIER ORGAN- 
IZATION. 


Ottawa, Dec. 3,—Ottawa {ts not sur- 
prised at the Sherbrooke riots where 
Hon. C. J. Doherty and Hon. C. C. Buall- 
antyne were refused a hearing by the 
French-Canadian mobs, their lives 
threatened and women nearly killed. 

It has been known at the capital 
for some time that orders have been 
issued by the Bourassa Laurier Que- 
bec organization not to ailow a Cabi- 
net minister to be heard in the Pro- 
vince. An absolute reign of terror 
has been instituted in Quebec, and 
free speech has been killed. Attempts 
at holding meetings in the counties 
where the population is. entirely 
French-Canadian have long since been 
abandoned. Montreal hoodlums paid 
by the night have also put an end to 
meetings in the metropolis. 

It is not thought that they would 
extend their operations to the east- 
ern townships where there is still a 
large English-speaking population, but 
the Sherbrooke meeting shows that 
the reign of terror has spread to the 
whole Province. W. L. Shurtliff, the 
Unionist candidate in Stanstead, has 
also been mobbed. The Unfonists 
apparently will have to abandon all 
efforts to hold public meetings in Que- 
bec and will have to depend entirely 
on quiet canvassing. . 

There is no doubt now that Laurier 
will have behind him a solid Quebec 
in the next Parliament. The most 
the Unionist headquarters at the Capi- 
tal are figuring on is four to six seats. 

This means that unless Ontario off- 
sets Quebec's solid anti-war repre- 
sentation the Union government will 
be defeated. The West will un- 
doubtedly go overwhelmingly for 
Union, but its representation is not 
large enough to offset Quebec, The 
fate of the country depends on On- 
tario.

FRENCH CANADIAN NEWSPAPER 
SAYS PLAINLY THAT ELECTION 
» 1S REFERENDUM ON WAR. 


How far the ‘anti-Military Service 


Act newspapers of Quebec are going 
in their opposition to Canada con- 
tinuing further in the war is cleariy 
illustrated in the French-Canadian 
newspaper Le Droit, published at 
Ottawa. This publication has come 
out frankly on the question that the 
people of Canada are the exemption 
tribunals, and thet on December 17, 
they will decide whether Canada will 
continue in the fight or cease further 
participation. : 

On this point Le Droit says: 

NO DISHONOR IN STOPPING. 

“In preaching the participation in 
the war and adopting such draconic 
laws intended to convince the people 
of a serious Canadian effort, our pub- 
lic men have falsified patriotic senti- 
ment. Will the Canadians be the first 
to turn their backs to the Germans? 
Assuredly not, because the English 
have more than once taken to their 
heels in the face of the enemy as they 
did at Mons, at Charleroi, and at 
Ypres, and what about the sad ex- 
pedition at Gallipoli? What did the 
English fleet do recently to bring 
aid to the Russian fleet? Nothing. 
So, sacrifice for sacrifice, Canada has 
done as much as England or any other 
British dependency and our public 
men have no right whatever to show 
us our duty under false representa- 
tion. 

“There is, in fact, no dishonor in 
stopping a work which we are not ob- 
liged either to do or to continue. Our 
first duty here is to live, and the 
politicians manifest an absolutely 
anti-national sentiment when they 
weaken our vitality and the country's 
resisting power.’ 

FALSE SENTIMENTALITY. 

To the question of, are we going to 
abandon the volunteers who fought 
and died for us in Flanders? Le Droit 
says: 

“This is a false sentimentality. 
We do not:see how the Canadian vol- 
unteers died for us when this couniry 
was in no danger. Our soldiers died 
for England and for France and not 
for us. The blood of our soldiers 
shed on strange soil, was for a cause 
foreign to our own ond tonsequently 
will bring no fruit for Canada.”

Plymouth, England, Nov.—Sir Auck- 
land C. Geddes, Minister of National 
Service, in a speech here yesterday, 
stated that the people must prepare 
for a sterner trial than any that had 
yet been faced. The war would drift 
into 1920, and after, if the people did 
not pull themselves together for the 
mightiest effort in the nation's his- 
tory. 

Victory, said Sir Auckland, depend- 
ed upon a great uprush of, human en- 
ergy, generated by the people in their 
determination to win. The govern- 
ment should not be asked to drive 
them. For the maintenance of the 
armies in the fleld, the speaker con- 
cluded, it would be necessary to make 
further heavy calls on the manhood 
of the country. 

All physically fit men previously 
exempted were required for service 
unless they were employed in con- 
nection with munitions, shipping, ag- 
riculture or other vital industries.
